Cut Flowers for De-oration 

At this time of the year we 
are frequently asked, “How can 
1 keep cut flowers fresh lor a 
long time Others enquire 
about the feasibility of certain 
method of keeping cut lower, 
that they have heard recomm¬ 
ended.

It is well known that sheep| 
are adapted to semi-arid condit 
ions and that they will live on 
short dry pasture where cattle 
will lose weight. In tview of this 
fact, it would seem that in the 
drier sections of the prairie, a 
few sheep could profitably re- 
I lace some of the cattle. Slice]) 
will also do well in districts 
where rain is plentiful, provided 
they are not kept continually on 
low lying damp ground. They 
eat many weeds, fatten readily 
on mixtures of low grade whole 
grain an 1 weed seeds, and seeds 
will not grow after passing thr 
ough a sheep, advantages which 
cattle op hogs do not possess- 
One cow eats approximately as 
much as hall a dozen sheep. 

The lamb crop is the chief 
souice of revenue, the wool clip 
usu: liy taking care of the over 
head. The lamb.’, are born in the 
springand sold in the fall, only 
the breeding stock being carried

ure without grain. Lambs fed 
graii while on rape pasture 
made very littlo extra gain and 
a third lot of 1; nibs on a full 
grain ration in a dry lot made 
considarabls lower gains. No 
serious trouble was experienced 
. ith Mealing but care was taken 
during the first few days to 
keep the lambs off the rape 
when it was wet with dew or 5 
rain. Rap 3 for this purpose may 
cither be seeded in rows wide 
enough apart to cultivate be 
tween or in narrow rows with 
the regular grain drill Feeder, 
but in either case the plants 
may well bo from 4 to 6 inches 
a. art. Rape may be seeded with 
oats ij desired. Tlure is less lost 
from lr niping of the crop if 
there bt room for the sheep to 
walk between the rows.
